Chloroform an as anaesthetic was 
first used on the 30th of September, 
1846, by Dr. W. T. G. Morton, a den­ 
tist, of Boston, in a case of tooth ex­ 
traction, and thereafter by him In 
many difficult operations. 
The news 
of the discovery reached England In 
December, 1846, and British dentists 
immediately began to 
use 
it. 
Sir 
James Simpson, a Scotch physician 
(1811-1870) was the first to use it In 
hospital practice and this he did In 
1847. 
His discovery was considered 
independent of that by the Boston 
dentist and in 1866 he was knighted. 
He had a public funeral when he died 
and a statue of him in bronze stands 
in Edinburgh.

ILLITERACY DECREASING 


IN UNITED STATES 


Washington, Oct. HO.—In the states 


comprising what the Census Bureau 
denominated the "East Xorth Central" 
portion of the United States, not more 
than three out of 1,000 children be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 14 are un- 
able to read and write. This includes 
white, black, native and foreign clnl- j 
dren in the states of Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin. 


That is what Director Durand of the 


Census Bureau finds from the 
I'.HO 


census. Ten years previous, or in IDOII 
in that same area the illiteracy rate 
was seven in each 
l.O(M) children of 


that age, or a drop In iliteracy from 7 
to .:' of 1 percent. 


This is just a shade better than in 


the Middle Atlantic and Die Xew lOng- 
land states, where the rate of illiter- 
acy is four in 1,000. The greatest im- 
provement in ton years is noted in 
Xew 'England where the rate dropped 
from 1.2 per cent to .1 of 1 per cent.

boon almost obliterated, being reduced 
to two in 1,000, while in the Pacific 
Coast States the illiteracy has been 
reduced to one in 1,0bi) among the na- 
tive, children of native white parents.

London, Oct. 2!).—Whal may develop ' 


into the decisive Iwtlle of the war is 
being waged southeast of Adrianople, 
whore, according to (the scant informa- 
tion from the front, 
the armies 
of 


Turkey and Bulgaria are locked in a 
tremendous struggle. 


Constantinople admits that an im- 


portant battle is being fought and in- 
sists .that the Turkish troops, after 
successive defeats by the Bulgarians, 
are at last gaining ground. A brief 
dispatch to the Ottoman government, 
from /Xazim iPasha, whoso headquart- 
ers are near Chorlu, saying he is en- 
gaging the enemy in force and that 
the Turkish troops are resolved to 
die, but never surrender, is the sole 
intimation of the beginning of the bat- 
tle in which several hundred thou- 
sand men are engaged along a front 
which is believed to extend about for- 
ty miles from Chorlu in the east to 
Ku-I^ule-Burgas, which, according to 
a Vienna dispatch, is now bold by the 
Bulgarians. 


From Vienna also comes the infor- 


mation of a further advance of the 
eastern 'Bulgarian army, which met a 
large force of Turks stationed near 
the river north of Chorlu, and that 
there is fighting all along the line in 
the neighborhood of Saraz, .Sofalar, 
Cherkesskeni and 
Strandja.

fighting is also reported between Usk- 
ub and, Visa.
